An Anarcbtet Outbreak In IlrueesU—A 


Iftunber ot Bakerle* Looted. 


BBTTS8KI.8, Jan. 90.—Eight hundred 


unemployed workingmen gathered near 
thePlacsdola Constitution early yes- 
terday afternoon and wore addressed 
by several anarchist agitators. The 
speakers told the men that the city be- 
longed to workers, and exhorted them 
to take all the food and clothing they 
needed from the shops. 
The men 


raised the cry "To the Bourse;" about 
a dozen men drew bundles of red flags 
from their coats and distributed them, 
the mob started down the avenue Du 
Midi, waiving the flaga and shouting 
against the capitalists. At the Place 
Eouppe seven gendarmes tried to stop 
the mob, but they were thrown down 
and beaten before they could draw 
their swords. 


A call for reinforcements was sent to 


the central police statlon,ancl sixty gen- 
darmes reached ths bourse just as the 
foremost men were mounting the steps. 
The gendarmes drew their sabers and 
ordered the men to disperse. The men 
still pushed their way up the steps. 
The gendarmes then charged, cutting 
right and 
left 
The workingmen 


fought back with clubs and stones. 
Several 
gendarmes weit) 
slightly 


wounded and many workingmen were 
cut 
A gendarme knocked down the 


leader with tho flat oE his sword and 
captured the larjfe flag which the man 
had carried at the head of the pi'occs,- 
sion. 


After ten ininutob' struRgle the riot- 


ers were dispersed. Meantime the so- 
cialist and anarchist bpcakcra hod in- 
cited some 200 men about hall u mile 
from the bourse to attack the bhops. 
They broke into six baker shops, took 
all the bread they wanted and threw 
the rest into the street 
As they 


started for another shop the police ar- 
rived with drawn sabres and dispersed 
them

LOVE AND MURDER. 


A Nephew of United States Sena- 


tor J. T. George 


MURDERS THE FATHER OF HIS GIRL, 


Whom tho Twain Hid Previously 


Robbed, end Being Arrested for 


the Crime, Committed Suioldo 


—A. Sensational Story. 


CABBOLLTOS, Miss,, Jan. 20.—Eobert 


George, a nephew of United States 
Senator J. T. George, committed sui- 
cide at Itta Bena, Miss., Wednesday 
night, while on bis way to the Carroll- 
ton jail in charge of a sheriffs poose. 
Touug George was charged with the 
murder of Oapt W. B. Prince, one of 
tha most prominent and wealthy plant- 
ers in the state. 


The story ot the tragedy is one of the 


most sensational in the history of Mis- 
sissippi 


A few nights ago Capt. Prince win 


assaulted with an ax when he entered 
the door of his residence in the suburbs 
of Carrollton. He was knocked sense- 
less and lay in a pool of blood until the 
next morninjf, when he was discovered 
by his wife. 


A physician was summoned and pro- 


nounced the wounds fatal. The great- 
est excitement prevailed when the news 
of the assassination spread. A search- 
ing investigation was made which re- 
sulted in tha arrest of Robert George 
Wednesday. 


Young- George was violently in love 


with Mis* Shelley, the daughter of 
Capt Prince, who hatl acted as her 
father's secretary for some years. 


Capt. Prince objected to the match 


and threatened to disinherit his daugh- 
ter unless she "gave young Georffe,up, 
which she refused to do. He wrote 
Ms will disinheriting her. The couple 
commenceo making preparations for 
the future by the daughter drawing 
on her father's New Orleans banker to 
a large amount which young George 
had cashed in the Carrollton bank, 
which money he placed to his credit. 


Afte/ trying to murder Capt Prince 


George left and went to the house of 
his brother-in-law, at Eoebuck lake, 
where he was captured Wednesday. 


The officer took him to Itta Bena for 


the purpose of taking the train for Car- 
rollton. On attempting to rouse him 
to take the train he found the young 
man dead. Young George had suc- 
ceeded in swallowing a dose of poison 
without attracting tbe officer's atten- 
tion, and had died from its effects

day in the case ot Martha E. Plum 
and May M. Moss, appellants, v«. Oaca 
O. Yost and Otto Wallace, appellees, a) 
of Mt. Vernon, involving tbe right o 
women to vote at school elections, Las 
spring by the aid of the vote* ot 
women the two women named deteatet 
the appellees for members ot the boan 
of education in that oity.. Tost and 
Wallaoe contested the election in tb 
county court on the ground that th 
women were not legal voters. 
The dc 


oision waa ad verse to the women. The; 
appealed to the supreme court, which 
under the fclipnlation agreed upon by 
counsel on both sides, Thursday decide 
t lat tbe women are legal voters a 
e eolions for school officers, whiob ar 
t IB creatures of the legislature. 
The 


hold that the law cf 1891 shows that i 
was clearly the intention of the legiela 
tnre to give women tbe right to vote a 
such elections, and that tbe woiding o 
the statute must yield to tbe intent o 
(he Ian-making power. This is the firs 
decision on this point in this state. 


Another important question relating t 


the right of women to vote will come a 
in 1891 when we elect county snperin 
tecdents ot schools. The queition wil 
be whether or not that ia a constitutional 
office or the creation ot the legislature 
The provision in tbe constitution is no 
mandatory but clearly only directory. I 
is as follows: 


Tberf may be a county snper'intenden 


of schools in each county, whose qnalifl 
cations, powers, duties, oompenmtioF 
and time and manner ot election int 
term of omue shall be prescribed by law 


It it is a constitutional office then 


women cannot vote for county superio 
tendent of schools. If not a conRtitu 
tional office i b>n, in that oas», they can 
vote for candid «ti*B for that fSce,
